MARINE COURT OF INQUIRY INTO 

- PHE LOSS OF THE STEAMER 

“STRATHEDEN” 

A Marino Court of Inquiry appointed to en- 
quire into{he alroumstances attending the loss 
of thé British steamer Stratheden, of Glasgow, 
offleial No. 86,664, on tho North Shoal of the 
Paracel Reefs, on the 27th Docombor, 1886, 
has been hold at Singapore. The finding of the 
court was ag follows: . 

“Tho Court finds that the loss of tho steamer . 
Stratheden is to bo attributed to tho wrongful 
aobof ihe master, William Hutton,, in having 
preferred the dood reckoning to chronometer 
aights, which gave @ position from which the 
courses aubaequently etaerad led directly on ‘to 
the danger. It was alao apparent from tha 
sighta that tha westerly current, upon which the 
master was reckouing, 244 not beon experionoed, 
but on the contrary, tha vessel had, af anything,. 
boon set in an opposite direction. 

After comparing positions with the ohief mate 
at 7 pm. on the 27th Desembar, tle master © 
shontd st once have hauled tho stéamer wall out 
from the danger instoad of only altering the 
course by half a point, . wea. : 

In the opinion of the Court is was impradent 
to carry pai which to some extent obscared the 
vision; when doubt oxisted as to the ‘vessel's posi- 
tion; aleo four hours is too. long an interval 
keep 6 man on tho look-oat, if vigilont attontion 
to duty is expected. . 

The Court condemns the conduct ‘of tho Mag- 
tor, after the dizaster, in leaving his orev, when.
